CRUISER BOSTON (W-The first 
sea-going guided missile command 
—forerunner of many planned by 
the U. S. Navy—went into action 
today off Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 
The command is part of a mighty 
American fleet now on maneuvers 
in the Caribbean. 
Task forces made up of missile 
ships and Forrestal class carriers 
win be the "Sunday punch” of the 
new atomic-age Navy. 
Rear Adm. Arleigh Burke, chief 
of naval operations, told newsmen 
Monday night aboard the super­ 
carrier Foiwstsl that the first 
atomic-powered carrier may join 
these task forces by 1961. 
Rear Adm. John H. Sides’ mis­ 
sile command comprised the heavy 
cruiser Boston, bristling with Ter­ 
rier guided missile launchers, and 
the tactical command ship North­ 
ampton, rigged with the world’s 
largest seaborne radar. The new 
command will fee joined later this 
year by another missile cruiser, 
Canberra, scheduled for commis­ 
sioning in the spring. 
Sides, former Navy Department 
guided missiles director, took his 
ships out of Guatanamo Bay this 
morning for demonstrations of the 
deadly Terrier. The Terrier is a 
supersonic rocket which rides a 
radar beam toward targets up to 
IO miles away. 
Burke said the Boston is the first 
of "literally dozens that will don 
new armament” in the next five 
years.
